Sirs and Brothers:—A cruel wrong against our-great order, jiorpetrated by Wm. A. Woods, I nited 
States Circuit Judge, haa been approval by the Tniteil .States .SuprtMne Court, and from uiuler it* shadow 
I address this communication to you; hirt though prison walls frown upon myself and others wlmm you 
rhose as oflBcials, I ai»sure you that neither de^ponlh'llcv nor despair has taken the plai-e of the courage 
which has characterized our order since tlie storms of jiersecution first began to iieat upon us. Hope hn« 
not deserted us. Our faith in the future of our great order is h.s strong as when our banners waved 
triumphantly over the Great Xorthern from St. Paul to the coast. Oiir order is still the iimlaunled 
friend of the toiling raa.ws and our hattlc-ciy now, as ever, is the emancipation of labor irnm degrading, 
starving and enslaving conditions. We liave not lost faith in the ultimate triumph of truth over per¬ 
jury, of justice over wrong, however exalted my l>c the stations of tlio^e who perpetrate the outrages. 

The- 5form nnd Me Battle. 

T need not remind yon, roraradi*s of the .American Railway "Cnion, that our order in the pnrsuit of 
the right was confronted with a storm of opposition such as never lieat upon a labor organization in all 
time. rt» brilliant viotoiy on the (treat Xorthern and its gallant championship of the unorganized em¬ 
ployes of the Cnion Pacific had arou.*od tho opposition of every railroad i-^irporatimi in the land. 

To crush the American Railway Cnion was the one tie that united them all in the bonds of vengeance; 
it solidified the enemies of labor into one great fc^soi'iation, one organization which, by its fabulous wealth, 
enabled it to bring into action resources aggregating billions of money and every ajipliantT* that money 
could purchase. But in this supreme hour the .\meriean Raliwav Union, undaunted, put forth its effort.^ 
to rescue Pullman s faminc-curs^ wage slaves from the grasp of an employer aA heaidless as a stone, as 
remorseless as a savage and as uiipitying a.s an incarnate fiend. The haiile fought in the interest of starv¬ 
ing men, women and children stands forth in the hUtorv* of l.,ahor*i struggles as the great ‘Tnllman 
Strike.** It was a battle on the part of the American Railway Union fought for a cause as holy as ever 
aroiiM'd tlie courage of hnive men: it was a battle in which upon one side were men thrice armed be- 
caii.-te their cause was just, hut tlicy fought against the combined power of enrptirations which by the 
u.*e of ni»»ney could debauch justice, and, by playing the part of incendiary, bring to their aid the military 
power of the government, and this solidified mass of venality, venon and vengeance c-oiii^titutcd tho foe 
against which the American Railway T’niou fought Labor’s greatest battle for humanity,

In the day* when people were 
ignorant the prieat or preacher 
could tell them anything they wiih- 
ed and the prople took it as truth 
without question.

Scicntilic So<nalisni sUniU for 
thciw tliingii; 

The aliolition of eonipctitive, 
private eajiital and the siihstimtion 
of piiblie. co-operative capital. And 
in this connection, it is well to bear 
in mind the eorrect meaning of 
“capital'’ and ‘‘wealth’’ when need 
in their economic sense, the former 
meaning aggrest.vc wealth, or 
wealth used in acquiring more 
wealth, and the latter merely "as a 
product of labor. Socialism would 
not prevent an individual from 
owning hi-, own hou«‘. 

Socialism would also destroy the 
wage system, by giving evervbody 
fre<i access to the tools of pmdiietion 
and distribution, thereby obviating 
the necessity of compelling the 
worker to promi.se to give a part of 
his product to the man who owns 
the tools as the price of their use. 

To support one's self being a 
duly. Socialism would give evervone 
the means with which to perform 
this duly by enabling him to demand 
work .IS a right, instead of begging 
it as a privilege, as is now the nUe. 

Socialism woeld give, everybody 
free aeiess lo the land and all na¬ 
tural resourees ev abolishing private 
oamership in the.vi and substituting 
omiership by all. 

It would do away with the exist¬ 
ing mcdiiim of e.vchange called 
money and substitute, therefore la¬ 
bor-time checks, certifying that the 
bearer had performed a certain num- 
lier of hours of useful labor for 
society and was entitled to an equal 
number of hours of anybody else’s 
product. 

Socialiam would prevent indue- 
trill panics by removing their cause 
—the inability of labor to obtain 
enough in the form of wages to buy 
back the very goods it produces. 

It would prevent crimes of greed, 
not by changing human nature, but 
by ceasing to place a premium upon 
the things that greed does—in short, 
hv removing the inventive to <x)mmit 
such crimes. 

It would give every toiler the full 
product of his toil. 

And lastly, it would place the 
control of the government in the 
hands of the working class who con¬ 
stitute a.I (ler cent of the population, 
instead of permitting it to remain 
in the hands of the .I per iHnt who 
perform no useful lalxir. 

Thi.s program, as yon see, involves 
a revolutionary change in our in¬ 
dustrial and economic systems. Re¬ 
volutionary changes in anything are 
always to be avoided unless there be 
need for them. I.a-t us see if there is 
need for the revolutionary changes 
demanded by Socialism: 

The introduction of machinery 
has increased the productivity of 
labor thirty fold, and we have .no 
less an authority than Mr. (iladatone 
for the statement that “hy the aid of 
machinery the manufacturing power 
of the world is doubled every .seven 
years." 

In England alone, at the close of 
the last century, machinery was do¬ 
ing the work of 7*10, 000 ,OOO of men, 
or more than the adult population 
of the glolce.

Do 
you see in it any evidence of a sys¬ 
tem of society that leads human be¬ 
ings to pret' upon their fellows? 
Under capitalism money is life, and 
the sharpness of living drives pviplc 
to even rob the dead and dying. .-Vt 
the railway wreck referred to, al¬ 
though the disaster took place in a 
rather lonely spot, these preying 
figures des<ended with surprising 
quickness from the round-about hill 
h.iliit.itinns to pounce upon their 
virtiins. Can anything be more hor¬ 
rible to contemplate—can anything 
more startling be askeil for—as evi¬ 
dence in the indietinent of the cap- 
iialisl svstem I 


Prof. Ferri, the eminent Italian 
The Trail of the CapI- criminologist, aavs that poverty, 

a-aa.*!.. a. - . i. e., inadcqnate phyaical and mental 

teftetfc Sarpant. B„b-itioiv-?m the life of the in- 
dividual and through hereditary 
transmieaion—is, if not the only and eidnaive cauae, certainly the 
principal cause of the human degeneration which ia at the baae of the 
criminality of the lower classes. And back of poverty, of course, is the 
capitalist system as a procuring cause. So that at capitalism’s doors 
can be laid the blame for both the crimes of the poor and the crimes 
»f the rich. 

Two very good illnatrationa of the two clssses of crime are fur¬ 
nished by recent occinrancea in the city of Chicago. 

The first was the capture of the Car-barn bandita, and tlic revela- 
toons aa to their tnurders and robberies, a story so astonishing that a re¬ 
cent issue of Collier’s Weekly gives an illustrated account of it, as a 
study in a new development of crime. Here were four yontha from tho 
lower walks of city life deliberately setting out on a career of murder 
and plunder, seemingly incapable of mercy or remoree, and who, before 
they were captured, added three murders to the seven they had pre¬ 
viously committed. The wages of their career of crime amounted to 
$2.37 a day. They seemed to have no moral instincts and killed hu¬ 
mans as’easily as an ordinarily hardened man would shoot a dog. .And 
the oldest one of them was but 23 years! 

The student of social conditions, of course, sees that these four 
criminals were products of a wrong civilization, cmbmiied by the bit¬ 
terness of living in the stratum of deprivation. It was almost as if 
society was revenging itself on itself. The criminality in the 
case of the four boys could be partly attributed to hereditary trans¬ 
mission—the father of one was m the penitentiary, and that of still an¬ 
other was hiding from the law in Jlexioo. One of the boys. Van 
Pine, sened in the Phillipine "war,” so that in his case the disregard 
for human life was st least partly explained. 0ns other, Boeski, 
«-orked in a brewery at cages so low that he rebelled against his fate 
and readily fell in with Hie plans of tho gang. 

Truly we can agree, with Ferri that these, boys were a product of 
the life and conditions of mind which their station in submerged so¬ 
ciety entailed. The sharpness of living and tlie necessity for gain un¬ 
der the capitalist system, made these boys criminals in the way that 
wa.s open to their type. But how was it with the other type of crim¬ 
inal, in the other ease to which we refer, that of the recant appalling 
theater fire In Chicago? The spirit of sharp practice which conditiona 
!orc« upon the. modem business man caused the erection of a “fire 
proof" theater, not made fireproof from a desire to really safeguard the 
pstrons, hut. firepnvif for the advertising to be gotten out of the word 
Fireproof, in order to fool the public and get an advantage in the com¬ 
petition with the other playhouses. It was the same sort of thing as 
when one storekeeper announces that his goods arc better than the 
other dealer’s. The Iroquois theater was fireproof in the same way that 
a furnace i,s fireproof. It was a shell of fireproof constructipn and 
then plenty of kindling wood on the inside and plenty of combu.riible 
•cencrv, etc., to make a regular holocaust once the exits—the upper 


The papers lell us that on the day 
after the Iroquois theater fire in 
Chicago, the Fuller Construetion 
Companv, that built the building, 
sent men up on the roof to slyly 
loosen the fastenings of the stage 
skylight, which ws.s fastened con¬ 
trary tn law. The men got l aught 
and will probably l>e punished. 
Please note that it w.as the Fuller 
Construetion Company that brought 
Sam Parks to New York and devel¬ 
oped him inlo a successful tabor 


ton convention the rountry has been 
deluged witli wage-cuts, new or¬ 
ganizations of capitalists against
